RESOLUTION 
PRESENTED AT THE 1975 TOWN MEETING 
TOWN OF TEMPLE, N.H. 


RESOLUTION 


WHEREAS the citizens of the Town of Temple, New Hampshire, 
have experienced an increase of criminal offenses against them, and; 


WHEREAS the law-abiding citizens do not feel that the laws of the 
State of New Hampshire provide adequate recourse to obtain justice, 
and; 


WHEREAS the judicial system does not appear to provide adequate 
punishment and appears to be unable to properly respond to the needs 
of the citizens: 


WE the citizens of the Town of Temple, New Hampshire, urge and 
request the Governor and members of the Legislature to review and 
revise the current State Statutes pertaining to the administration of 
justice and law enforcement, to include the judicial system, in order to 
improve law enforcement by providing for just punishment and 
improvement of the judicial system, thereby enhancing and improving 
law and order, and providing adequate protection for the law-abiding 
citizens. 


NOW THEREFORE WE, the citizens of the Town of Temple, New 
Hampshire, authorize and direct the Selectmen of the Town to forward 
copies of this RESOLUTION to the Governor, to the members of the 
Executive Council, and to all members of the Legislature, and we 
further authorize the appropriation of the sum of $100.00 to provide 
for the dissemination of this RESOLUTION as detailed in this 
paragraph. 


TOWN WARRANT 
STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Temple in the County of 
Hillsborough in said State, qualified to vote in Town affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in said Temple 
on Tuesday the fourth day of March next, at twelve o’clock noon, to 
act upon the following subjects: 


ARTICLE 1. To cast your ballots for the election of all officers 
required to be elected to serve the Town of Temple for the ensuing 
year. 


ARTICLE 2. To cast your ballots for the election of such officers 
as may be required by law to serve the Contoocook Valley School 
District for the ensuing year. 


THE POLLS SHALL OPEN AT TWELVE O’CLOCK NOON 
AND SHALL CLOSE NOT EARLIER THAN 
SEVEN O’CLOCK IN THE EVENING 


You are further notified to meet at the Town Hall in said Temple 
on Friday the seventh day of March next, at eight o’clock in the 
evening, to act upon the following subjects: 


ARTICLE 3. To raise and appropriate such sums of money as may 
be necessary for the Town Officer’s salaries, Town Officer’s expense, 
Town Dump, Playgrounds, Common, Election and Registration, Town 
Hall Expenses, Flag care, Cemeteries, Forest Fires, Vital Statistics, Civil 
Defense, Legal Expense, Dog Damage, Social Security, and/or any other 
Town Charge. 


ARTICLE 4. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for the maintenance of Summer highways and for 
resurfacing of tar roads. 


ARTICLE 5. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for the maintenance of Winter highways. 


ARTICLE 6. To see if the Town will vote to accept State Aid for 
the improvement of Class IV and V highways and raise and appropriate 
the sum of $742.99; the State to contribute the sum of $4,953.23. 


ARTICLE 7. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for the support of the Temple Volunteer Fire 
Department, said sum to be turned over to the Treasurer of the 
Department. The minimum requirement estimated by the Department is 
$2,700, and an appropriation of $3,000 is requested in order to allow 
for contingencies and the effects of inflation. 


ARTICLE 8. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for the salaries and expenses of the Police 
Department. 


ARTICLE 9. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Board of 
Selectmen to sell the 1932 Chevrolet Fire Truck to the Temple 
Volunteer Fire Department for the sum of one dollar ($1.00). 


ARTICLE 10. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $2,031.81 for the support of the Mansfield Public Library. 
Said sum to be turned over to the Treasurer of the Library. 


ARTICLE 11. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for Memorial Day, said monies to be expended 
under the auspices of the Temple Ex-Servicemen’s Association. 


ARTICLE 12. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for the expenses of the Planning Board. 


ARTICLE 13. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $283.00 for the support of the Monadnock Family and 
Mental Health Service, based on a 50c per capita formula. 


ARTICLE 14. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $622.00 for the support of the Monadnock Community 
Visiting Nurse Association, Inc., based on a $1.10 per capita formula. 


ARTICLE 15. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $231.00 for the support of the Monadnock Region 
Association. 


ARTICLE 16. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to 


raise and appropriate for the use of the Temple Conservation 
Commission. The Commission requests the sum of $400.00.

ARTICLE 17. To see if the Town will vote to terminate the 
designation of East Road, (from the General Miller Homestead to the 
Town Line), as a Scenic Road, by rescinding its designation as a Scenic 
Road, as voted at the 1972 Town Meeting. Such action to rescind is 
authorized by RSA 253:17. (By Petition) 


ARTICLE 18. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for the use of the Temple American Revolution 
Bicentennial Committee. The Committee estimates a minimum 
requirement of $500.00. 


ARTICLE 19. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
a sum of money for the publication of the Temple History. If favorably 
considered, a Bond Issue to cover necessary monies shall be voted, or 
take any other action with respect thereto. Such borrowed monies to be 
repaid by the proceeds of the sale of books. (Requested by Temple 
American Revolution Bicentennial Comm.) 


_ ARTICLE 20. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $400.00, that being the difference between the amount 
authorized by the 1974 Town Meeting under Article 8. of the Warrant 
($17100), and the cost of the new loader authorized to be purchased 
for the Highway Department ($17500). Such sum to be applied to 
satisfaction of promissory notes executed by the Town for such 
purchase. 


ARTICLE 21. To see if the Town will vote to join any other 
nearby town, or towns, to use a particular solid waste disposal facility, 
with each town paying its pro-rata share of the costs of establishing such 
a facility and the operating costs thereof, as permitted under RSA 53:A, 
or to take any other action relating thereto. 


ARTICLE 22. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
a sum of money as its share of the costs of planning and/or establishing 
a solid waste disposal facility and/or its share of the operating costs for 
the ensuing year, or to take any other action relating thereto. 


ARTICLE 23. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for closing the present open burning dump 
between Old Brown Road and Fish Road as required by the Division of 
Public Health Services of the New Hampshire Department of Health and 
Welfare.

ARTICLE 24. To see if the Town will vote to indemnify and save 
harmless for loss or damages, any person employed by it or any member 
or officer of its governing board, administrative staff, or agencies 
including, but not limited to Selectmen, members of the Board of 
Adjustment, and members of the Planning Board, from personal 
financial loss and expense including reasonable legal fees and costs, if 
any, arising out of any claim, demand, suit or judgment by reason of 
negligence or other act resulting in accidental injury to a person or 
accidental damage to or destruction of property if the indemnified 
person at the time of the accident resulting in the injury, damage or 
destruction was acting in the scope of his employment or office. 


ARTICLE 25. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
a sum of money to be applied in payment of the premium cost of 
liability insurance for the Town against claims arising for any negligent 
action of the Town which occurs in a governmental function, such as 
the maintenance of highways. Such sum as may be voted to be applied 
to the purchase of such insurance only in the event that the Legislature 
(General Court) fails to enact legislation protecting the Town from such 
liability, effective on or before July 1, 1975, that being the date made 
effective by the New Hampshire Supreme Court in the case of Merrill v. 
City of Manchester. Town Counsel recommends a minimum coverage of 
$2,000,000 liability. 


ARTICLE 26. To see if the Town will vote to have all maintenance 
and/or operating charges presented under a single Warrant Article at 
future Town Meetings. 


ARTICLE 27. To see if the Town will vote to close, subject to 
gates and bars, the road which starts at Hadley Highway and runs to the 
vicinity of the Atter Brothers farm. 


ARTICLE 28. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $21,667, and to accept State Aid in the sum of $43,333, for 
the replacement of the bridge on Converse Road, now posted at its 
easterly approach for a load limit of 6 tons. Closing of the bridge is 
recommended by the N.H. Department of Public Works and Highways. 
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State aid is available for only one bridge replacement per year. Or take 
any other action relating thereto. (The bridge number is 101/144.) 


ARTICLE 29. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $34,000, and to accept State Aid in the sum of $68,000, for 
the replacement of the bridge on East Road over Temple Brook. Such 
action is recommended by the N.H. Department of Public Works and 
Highways. State aid is available for only one bridge replacement per 
year. Or take any other action relating thereto. (The bridge number is 
114/072.) 


ARTICLE 30. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
a sum of money for the preparation of a current and accurate Tax Map 
of the Town; or take any other action relating thereto. 


ARTICLE 31. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
a sum of money for the preparation of a Master Plan for the Town of 
Temple. Such plan to be under the jurisdiction of the Planning Board; 
or take any other action relating thereto. 


ARTICLE 32. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Board 
of Selectmen to take all such action as may be necessary to reserve to 
the Town of Temple, in perpetuity, access to and use of approximately 
25% of the water impounded in the Sen. Charles W. Tobey Reservoir; or 
take any other action relating thereto. 


ARTICLE 33. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Board 
of Selectmen to take all such action as may be appropriate and 
necessary to acquire for the Town the title to and/or use of such land as 
may be available surrounding the Flood Control Dam and impoundment 
area on the former Fiske property off General Miller Highway; or take 
any other action relating thereto. 


ARTICLE 34. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Board 
of Selectmen to accept such aid and assistance, financial or otherwise, as 
may be available to the Town under the Federal Manpower Program; or 
take any other action relating thereto. 
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ARTICLE 35. To see if the Town will vote to continue its 
membership in the Southwestern New Hampshire Regional Planning 
Commission. Such membership being within the scope and context of 
Article 23 of the Warrant for the 1973 Town Meeting. 


ARTICLE 36. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $384.20 as the Town’s share for the studies and operation of 
the Southwestern New Hampshire Regional Planning Commission. 


ARTICLE 37. To see what action the Town desires to take with 
respect to utilization of the Town Hall for public and/or private 
functions. Matters to be considered under this ARTICLE include: (1) 
The charging of a fee, on a fixed or variable basis, or the exclusion of 
certain organizations from such charge, for use of the Town Hall; (2) 
The formulation of a contract with each user, individual or otherwise, to 
compensate the Town for any and all damage caused to the Town Hall 
in the course of authorized use of the Hall and its facilities; (3) The 
preparation and enforcement of rules of conduct and use of the Town 
Hall, which shall be binding upon all individuals, groups and/or 
organizations granted such use; (4) The designation of the Board of 
Selectmen, or its duly appointed agent, as the sole authority to 
authorize use of the Town Hall, and a directive that it shall not be used 
without such authorization; (5) A directive that fees received for the use 
of the Hall shall be placed in the hands of the Trustees of Trust Funds, 
and such monies shall be retained and accumulated for the purpose of 
financing the repair of such damage as may occur in consequence of 
public or private use of the Hall, and/or shall also be used when, in the 
judgment of the Selectmen, improvement, modernization or repair may 
be required: (6) The designation of the Temple Police Department as 
the enforcing authority with respect to such rules of conduct and use of 
the Town Hall as may be promulgated; (7) A directive to the Board of 
Selectmen to preapre and publish rules for the use of the Town Hall and 
its facilities, by posting the same in the Willard’s Store and at the Town 
Hall, by which posting all persons, groups and/or organizations granted 
use of the Hall shall be bound. Or take any other action relating 
thereto. 
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ARTICLE 38. To see if the Town will vote authorized withdrawal 
from the Revenue Sharing Fund established under the provisions of the 
State and Local Assistance Act of 1972 for use as set-offs against budget 
appropriations in the amounts indicated below; and further, to authorize 
the Selectmen to make pro-rata adjustments in the amounts, if estimated 
entitlements are increased or reduced, or take any other action relating 
hereon:

In 
the performance of our duties we logged over 1400 hours and 9800 miles. 
Of the time involved over 600 hours was put in by the chief.

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REPORT OF THE FIRE ENGINEERS — 1974 


The year 1974 was a relatively quiet one. The Fire Department had 
nine calls. The breakdown of these calls follows:

On September 22, 1974, eight men and one truck from our 
Department participated in a Mutual Aid Drill at Friendship Manor in New 
Ipswich. On October 16, 1974 one truck and a small crew provided 
lighting for an Ambulance Service Drill at Willard’s field in Temple. 


Our new fire truck arrived on February 18, 1974. It has taken the 
largest part of this past year to purchase all the required equipment to 
qualify for a reduction in Fire Insurance Rates. We now have all the 
necessary equipment. The final item to qualify for this rate reduction was 
a dike around the furnace in the Fire Station. This was completed on 
December 27, 1974, and the Insurance Services Office in Boston was so 
notified. This is an “E”’ Rate, and will affect those living within three (3) 
road miles of the Fire Station. This rate should take effect in the near 
future. 


The Department purchased 500 feet of 2%” hose and 300 feet of 1%” 
hose. This hose is double-jacketed Nomex, which does not require drying 
after use. 


Christopher Harling, one of our Fire Engineers, completed a course in 
Fire Prevention, sponsored by the Amherst Fire Department.

REPORT OF THE FOREST FIRE WARDEN AND DISTRICT CHIEF 


All open buming when the ground is not covered with snow is 
controlled by the Town Forest Fire Warden in cooperation with the New 
Hampshire Forest Fire Service. Anyone wishing to kindle a fire 
out-of-doors when the ground is not covered with snow must have a 
written permit signed by the Town Forest Fire Warden. If the fire is to be 
kindled on land not owned by the person kindling the fire then he must 
have the permission of the landowner. No outdoor fires can be kindled 
between 9 A.M. and 5 P.M. unless it is raining, without the additional 
approval of the District Forest Fire Chief. 

The 1974 forest fire season was one of the worst in the past two 
decades. Woodlands in central and southern New Hampshire became so 
dry in mid August that the Governor and Council, upon the 
recommendation of the State Forester, enacted a partial woodlands 
closure in Sullivan, Cheshire, Hillsborough, Merrimack and Belknap 
Counties and a complete woodlands closure in Strafford and Rockingham 
Counties plus the Towns of Barnstead, Gilmanton and Alton in Belknap 
County. Through the excellent cooperation of the citizens of our State no 
major forest fire occurred at any time during the year.

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REPORT OF THE TEMPLE 


AMERICAN REVOLUTION BICENTENNIAL COMMITTEE 


At the last annual meeting of the Town (March 8 and 15, 1974) the 
citizens of Temple voted to support a town committee which was charged 
with the oversight of Temple’s part in the celebration of the 200th 
anniversary of the American Revolution. A nominal sum of $100 was 
voted to the committee by the meeting, and shortly after Annual Meeting 
the Temple American Revolution Bicentennial Committee was formed and 
began its operations. 


The creation of this committee and its support by the town were good 
things, indeed. While Temple was only an “infant settlement” in those 
early days of Colonial opposition to Great Britain, massive amounts of the 
community’s resources and energy were thrown into the conflict. It could 
hardly be argued that Temple’s small efforts in the Revolution were 
decisive, but those efforts are part of our heritage as Americans and as 
members of this community. Perhaps these efforts were small in 
comparison to the larger view of the struggle, but they were vitally 
important to Temple’s citizens and they were sacrifices from which we 
have benefitted; therefore they deserve to be remembered and celebrated. 


Our committee began its work by dividing into three subcommittees, 
each charged with a specific part to explore in Temple’s American 
Revolution Bicentennial observance. The three sub-committees are: 
Heritage, which is in charge of bringing to light past events of Temple’s 
participation in the Revolution; Festival, which is in charge of actual 
celebrations and commemorative events in the present; and Horizons, 
which is charged with the task of finding things of enduring value which 
can be left as reminders of our observance of this 200th anniversary. 


The first event sponsored by the Committee happily combined all 
three of these aspects of our task. This event was the presentation to the 
public of a newly published book, WE, THE PEOPLE, which was written 
by Elizabeth Yates, illustrated by Nora S. Unwin, and published by the 
Countryman Press of Taftsville, Vermont. The book is based on the 
history of Temple and was commissioned by the New Hampshire- Vermont 
Bicentennial Educational Resources Committee. It is written for use in 
public elementary schools though it has been widely read and enjoyed by 
people of all ages. 
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The presentation of WE, THE PEOPLE was called a Publication Party 
and was held on October 25, 1974. The actual presentation of the book 
took place at the Congregational Church of Temple before an audience 
which was numbered in excess of three hundred people. Miss Yates was 
present to explain how she came to write the book and to tell something 
of her research methods and her feeling for the subject. Miss Unwin also 
told about her contribution as the book’s illustrator. Marsha Martin 
Haddix conducted the Temple Elementary School Chorus in several songs 
from the Revolutionary period and Rev. James Haddix presented some 
selected readings from the book. During the ceremonies, a copy of the 
book was presented to the Selectmen of the Town of Temple by Barbara 
Holden Yeomans of the Bicentennial Educational Resources Committee; 
and the Selectmen presented a copy of the book to the Temple 
Elementary School. Two members of the New Hampshire 10th Division, a 
newly re-organized division the predecessor of which had the honor of 
being the longest serving division of the Revolution, were present in 
colonial costume, with their wives, to act as ushers for the event. 


Following the formal presentation of the book at the church, the 
audience and guests adjourned to the Town Hall for refreshments provided 
by the committee and were able there to purchase autographed copies of 
the book. A percentage of the sales from the books went toward the 
support of the Bicentennial Committee in Temple. 


WE, THE PEOPLE is dedicated to Warren and Winifred Quinn of 
Temple. When it goes into full use in the public schools, it will be 
accompanied by a film-strip (made up of pictures taken in Temple), a 
record (part of which will include the songs sung by the Temple School 
Children on the night of this presentation), and a kit from which period 
costumes can be made for dolls. This latter idea was inspired by a 
centerpiece prepared by Millicent Dumaine of Temple (and our 
Committee) which used doll figures to represent the main characters from 
the book. 


By any standards this first public event sponsored by the Temple 
American Revolution Bicentennial Committee was a resounding success. It 
gave to us for a moment a picture through words and song of the Temple 
which is our heritage; it provided a festival at which we celebrated our 
Revolutionary heritage in the present; and it left with us a fine book, a 
thing of enduring value, which opens new horizons to us by capturing in a 
highly readable fashion the spirit of an exciting and liberating time in 
which we can all now share. 
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Later in the year the Committee sponsored the mimeographing of a 
pamphlet entitled “Temple in 1775.” This pamphlet, which contains an 
account of important dates from Temple’s collective life in 1775, was 
printed as a supplement to the Bicentennial Desk Calendars which the 
Committee purchased for sale as our first money-making project. The sale 
of these calendars (and even single copies of the pamphlet) has been 
successful and has earned some money for the committee. 


We are presently planning events for the coming year; initial work on 
an observance around the Fourth of July, 1975 is presently underway. We 
are also hoping to be able to make available some commemmorative items 
in the coming year; but we are hoping to avoid cheap, commercial trinkets. 
The selection process for these items is not yet completed. 


The Temple American Revolution Bicentennial Committee 
appreciates the support and enthusiasm which we have received from the 
citizens of our town. We welcome ideas and suggestions from all 
townspeople and you are certainly welcome at any of our meetings. Please 
join us in the year ahead as together we focus our attention on the rich 
inheritance of freedom which is ours from our Revolutionary History.

Despite a disrupted winter - with a broken wall, books stacked 
everywhere, and a Monday night closing, circulation figures show a gain 
of 270 for the year. Circulation was as follows: adult non-fiction, 699, 
juvenile non-fiction, 501, adult fiction, 900, juvenile fiction, 1,715, 
adult magazines, 252, juvenile magazines 39, and records 16, making a 
grand total of 4,122 for the year.

The summer fun reading program was held as usual. The party was 
held at the Riley home, where the children enjoyed swimming, games, 
riding and food! 


The annual Strawberry Festival on Memorial Sunday was even more 
successful in its 2nd year. 


Toilet facilities were added to our building this year, a temporary 
arrangement until a central system is installed for the town buildings. 


We belong to the N.H. Development System. There are many 
advantages, probably foremost is the issuing of the common borrower’s 
card, so that Temple residents are allowed to use the Peterborough 
Library. In order to continue this program, we are required to comply 
with certain regulations. We are required to keep the library open for a 
certain number of hours each week, and this is determined by 
population. Our population is now over 500, which requires the library 
to be open 12 hours a week by 1976. 


The library is open on Wednesday and Saturday afternoons 2-5, and 
starting February 5th, will be open on Wednesday evenings also, 7-9. 
The book drop may be used at all times for the return of books.

SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


Once again we are reporting from the kitchen, but at this time that 
cannot be helped. Even though the Selectmen and other Boards need 
office space, this year is not the time to ask for the needed monies. 

New Equipment 

Acting under several Warrant articles the Selectmen purchased five 
new voting booths, three fire-proof filing cabinets and a new print-out 
calculator. Because of price rises we had to pay somewhat more for the 
booths and the calculator. The three filing cabinets were much less than 
anticipated. 

The Fire Department took delivery of the new truck just before the 
last annual meeting. Since then they have worked to further equip the 
truck so that it would be approved by the State. The new fire truck is 
an excellent piece of equipment and it would appear that the town 
received full value, and more, for each dollar spent. 

The new loader for the Highway Department arrived within two 
days of the signing of the contract in late March. Here again, the Town 
has received full value for its dollar. 

Bridge Inspection 

As required by statute we have had several bridges inspected. Mr. 
Avery of the State Highway Department suggested that we have State 
Engineers do the job. We did as suggested; the engineers came in, 
inspected, gagged a bit, made recommendations and cost estimates and 
sent the report back to the Selectmen. We gagged. So will the voter 
when he (or she) reads the pertinent articles. Many of our bridges do 
need attention but adequate and cheaper results can be achieved at the 
local level. 

East Road 

As promised at the last annual meeting, Scenic East Road was 
repaired and graveled. Because there had been threats of bodily harm to 
the Road Agent, the local Police were summoned to the scene. This 
additional burden on the taxpayer should not have been there but this 
Board had no alternative; Our people had to be protected in the face of 
irresponsible threats. Except for a few incidents of stupid (aren’t they 
all) vandalism the work did progress at a good pace and all of East Road 
is in reasonably good shape. 

Police Communications Equipment 

Two radios have been received and installed in the cars of Chief 
Tyler and Officer Allen. Even though there had been a drastic price 
change before Temple’s approval came through, the Selectmen signed 
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the purchase orders. We have since received the promised State and 
Federal funds and are making plans to acquire other equipment. We will, 
of course, keep the total expenditures within the confines of the motion 
passed at the 1974 annual méeting. The money left in this account 
amounts to $1,731.00 and we are required by regulations to spend it on 
Police Equipment. 

Town Building Committee 

The Selectmen made a good effort to recruit volunteers to serve on 
this committee but the response was somewhat less than enthusiastic. 
The banner was there, ready to be unfurled and carried onward and 
upward to the heights of municipal glory but most people figured that 
the road went down the mountain and not up. After several sessions of 
no response and after getting a look at a very dismal tax picture, the 
Selectmen said “to heck with it” and chucked the whole thing. If 
anyone wants to try and revive the matter they can do so under the last 
article. God Bless. 

Solid Waste Disposal 

In this area we are at the mercy (as are all municipalities) of State 
agencies that have been given almost un-restricted powers by the 
Legislature. Conflicting opinions coming out of Concord do converge at 
one particular point and that is where and when the taxpayer has to pay 
and pay and pay. At present there is a bill in the Legislature to defer all 
fines for a couple of months but it doesn’t set back the no-burning 
edict. 

We do have a very hard working Dump Study Committee that is 
bringing a report and several articles before the meeting. Whatever the 
citizens may think of this Committee’s recommendations they do owe 
said Committee a rising vote of thanks for the time and effort put into 
the project. This Board thanks them for all their hard work. 

Southwestern New Hampshire Regional Planning Commission 

For the past two years the town has been a non-paying member of 
this commission. This group is in a position to give advice and guidance 
to almost any segment of our Town Government and can help to a 
certain extent such groups as the Historical Society and the school. This 
Board feels that the voters should give serious consideration to 
appropriating the sum requested. By so doing, the Town will have a 
voting membership. 

Town Charges 

The budget for so-called Town Charges is higher this year mainly 
because of increases in the Ambulance, Dump and Long Term note 
accounts. 

The Officers’ Salary Account is higher to accommodate payment of 
certain fees that cannot be correctly estimated. The basic salaries have 
not been raised from last year’s figures. 
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The Selectmen have budgeted a larger sum for Town Officers’ 
Expenses so that they may hire a part-time bookkeeper-typist. You will 
note in the annual report that some money is already being spent in this 
area, but we should have enough to be able to make a definite 
commitment and thus be better organized. 

Article No. 20 

This article was requested by the First National Bank of 
Peterborough as there had been a mathematical error in the computation 
of the amount to be paid annually. 

Article No. 26 

This article was placed in the Warrant by the Selectmen because 
they felt that the voters could better grasp the entire budget picture if 
all operating expenditures were presented as a unit and not broken 
down into so-called Town Charges and several special articles. This does 
not mean that budget items will not be considered separately and 
increased, decreased or deleted at the pleasure of the meeting. 

As we meet on Friday, March 7th to consider the business of the 
Town, please remember that you are the people who spend your tax 
dollar. About 20% of that dollar will be spent by you at the annual 
meeting, about 5% will be spent by the County and the balance will be 
spent by the School District. We urge all of you to attend the annual 
School Meeting and make yourselves heard, at least in the ballot box. 
Perhaps if enough people yell loud enough and often enough the Conval 
School Board will finally get the message that property taxes are really 
hurting many people. Right now the prospects of achieving that goal 
appears to be the local version of “Mission Impossible”. The Selectmen’s 
Budget Committee (on which Mr. Turini served as our representative) 
worked hard and suggested several worthwhile reductions. Most of these 
suggestions were summarily brushed aside or the Committee was told 
that they didn’t really understand the issue. That is evasive hog-wash, 
pure and simple. Our committee had done its’ homework and done it 
well, but their voices were not heeded. 

Once again, this report was prepared by the Chairman and reflects 
the basic ideas of the Board on the topics discussed. Mr. Smith and Mr. 
Maynard should not be held strictly accountable for things as presented 
or omitted.

TEMPLE CONSERVATION COMMISSION REPORT 


The Commission has received a generous gift from Mrs. Abbie Kendall 
Fish. It consists of approximately 9 acres of land which includes the 
Kendall Ledges, a beautiful outcropping of white quartz ledge. It is located 
off Howard Hill Road in a north easterly direction. I believe it is a spot 
that will be enjoyed by the townsfolk for generations to come. At this 
writing, we are waiting for the planning board to give their permission for 
a subdivision of the original land.

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DUMP STUDY COMMITTEE 


The regulations of the New Hampshire Air Pollution Control 
Commission that were established pursuant to RSA 147:28 require that 
open burning at all dumps be stopped by July 1, 1975. This, together 
with other related regulations, means that the present open dump on 
Old Brown Road must be closed. 


The New Ipswich Dump Study Committee is preparing information 
on a proposed sanitary land fill site that could also serve Temple, 
Mason, and Greenville. 


The Greenville Dump Study Committee is preparing information on 
a proposed recycling center and incinerator that could serve the same 
four towns rather than the aforementioned sanitary land fill. 


The Temple Dump Study Committee is preparing information on a 
sanitary land fill site in Temple for use by Temple householders. The 
feasibility of Temple householders using the Peterborough Solid Waste 
Disposal facility is also under consideration by this committee. 


It is planned to have the above information available in ample time 
so that the voters can study the various proposals before the Annual 
Town Meeting.
